V.\NcouvEH, Aug. IT). — Your rcpresenta 
tivo interviewed Sir George Bibbs, Premier 
of Now South Wales, this morning, en rout 
who affably received bim in his priva 
coach attached to th| Pttoiflo express, 
George is a typical . AuBtratlaa gentleman 
large physically and inentally, with a quiet 
sincere style in his conversation which com 
mands tho respect and attention of his aud 
tor. His otherwise nnpleaaant immensity 
augmented by that mysterious pow 
called animal magnetism, is rcnderei 
charming by bis gentlemanly bear- 
ing and pleasant reassuring manner. 

Your reporter led the conversation by 
the remark that as correspondent of tho Vic- 
toria, B.C., Colonist, ho was in a position 
to say that the citizens of Victoria regretted 
exceedingly his deciiion not to visit the 
ciipital. The people of British Columb; 
were warmly with him in his efforts to es 
tablish oloser commercial intercourse am: 
favored trade relations between the colonies 
of the British Empire and the Mother 
Country. They had wished hinv success in 
his mission to Ottawi; and were anxious 
hear the result of hit visit. 

Sir George replied that ho was agreeably 
Bi'rpriscd to hear that tho people on th 
Canadian Pacific coiat were so warmly 
lerested. He was under the impression 
that they were not botlieriug their head 
much about it. lie 'rad originally intend 
to visit Victoria, bit had found it (juite 
impracticable, as he could not make favor 
able connections ec route, without 
casionine an awkwaiJ delay. Otherwise i 
would have given him pleasure to meet the 
public men of Vancouver and Victoria 
their board of trade rooms which had been 
already suggested to him by gentlemen in 
the East. " You speak of my mission to 
your scat of Government," continued tho 
Premier, " it could hardly bo called that, 
was bound to come home from Kngland, an 
tts i had been twice by the Red Sea, I came 
by way of Canada to seo your country. My 
visit to Ottawa was not premeditated, 
was in England when Lord Salisbury shook 
the British Empire to its centre by his 
famous Hastings speooh. 'These memorable 
utterances are to-day, Uio expressed senti 
ments of tho clearest minds in Great 
Britain." 

In answer to a question as to whether Lord 
Salisbury's epeech had been accurately re 
ported, tho I'remier answered in tho affir 
mative. " Kindly jtake it down us I giro it 
to you, " said he. ' ' There is a great and grow- 
ing feeling in England that the colonii^ 
should be bound more closely to the mother 
country. I called oa Lord Salisbury at his 
house shortly before I came away. He 
S assured me he meant every word he had 
' said at Hastings. Lord Salisbury urged 
ine to proced ou liberal linos toward the rc- 
omplishment of that end to which I am at 
present devoting special attention. 

■ We hear a great deal of talk about tho 
Imperial Federation leaders, The British 
Empire is already federated, but I tell you 
the free trado policy of Kngland and our ex 
posed coast lino in many places, both in 
Canada and Australia, enables England's 
enemies in the first instance to rob lier to 

ir lioarl.'H onnt.nnt. pick Imr nneUnf 
taunt her with their evil intentions, and, in 
the second instance, if they are so disposed 
to sweep down on ua witli their iron clads 
nd blow tho roofs off our houses while wo 
ro at breakfast. We rush off to send a 
cable to lingland, but tho cable is cut 

ice state of things, is it not Where the 
carcass is, you know, there will the vultures 
bo gathered together. I am an old man, but 
' hope I may live to see the day when a 
iritiah subject can travel throughout Bri 
tain's broad dominions on British railroads 
nd British steamers, and not have to rely 
on Yankee enterprise until the end of their 
days. 

" I haveseen Canada and the C.P.B. I am 
surprised that any Canadian could think 
uflh an event aa I have mentioned improb- 
.ble. Gmada's gigantio railroad shows whnit 
Canadians can do. In my mind, pro- 
minently more enterprise has been shown 
in its construction, considering the popula- 
tion cf the two countries, than the Yankees 
aro capable of. I saw your Minister in Eng 
land ; it was he who suggested that I should 
go direct to Ottawa and intcrriew Sir John 
Abbott. .Sir (;iiarlca Tiipper is in sympathy 
H'itti tho trade movement, and is a warm 
supporter of the cause. Well, tho result of 
my visit tn Ottawa was ninst unfortniuite. 
Sir John Abliott had been taken suddenly 
ill and was unalde to .S(?o me. It is true, I 
saw tho Minister of Agriculture ; but that 
gentleman, although an agreeable acquain 
tance, knows nmre about potatoes and tur- 
nips than the vexed question wiiich ia at 
presfnt agitating the colonies. 

"Could yon notaee the Miniaterof Finance 
and ascertain from him the policy of the 
Uoniinion Government," waa tuggcated 

" I suppose so, if I had tried very hard," 
laconically answered Sir George, " in fact I 
understand that ho was waiting for me to pay 
court to him, but I assure you I did not 
trouble myself. I believe the authorities on 
parliamentary etiquette will bear mo out in 
saying that it was the x)laco of tho Finance 
Minister to wait upon ino, but it was my 
place to wait upon your I'remier. All my 
hopes were blasted by not seeing Sir John. 
I have, however, written to him clearly do- 
fining my plans, and opening a correspond- 
ence which, I hope, will bo continued with 
gratifying results. At the same time, I 
shall, on my return, place myself in direct 
coromunioatioa with the other governments 
of Australia, as well as New. South 
WalfiB. Matters will vary snnn ' bo brou£;ht 
to a head. The oonsenaua of opinion in 
Canada la decidedly favorable to my propo- 
sition, aa far aa I can judge. l\Ir. Van 
Home, a shrewd and able man in my judg- 
ment, expresses tho opinion that agitation 
in the right direction will be the means of 
estftblishing, in tho near future, steamboat 
and railroad lines to connect the British 



possessions in a national and unbroken chain. 
Ho thinks that a mail service, exclusively 
Her Majesty's, should bo in operation 
throughout tho British possessions, that the 
time had arrived when England, Australia 
and Canada might and should have direct, 
cable connections. Mr. Van Home is right;' 
when this comes to pass the trade relations 
with England will assume a very different 
shape. When we follow the C. P. R. 
from ocean . to oooan we see that the 
first stop has been taken in the enterprise. 
The next step is a line of steamers plying 
between Victoria, Vancouver and Australia, 
and u direct cable connection between Can- 
ada, from British Columbia, and her sister 
dependency across the Pacifio, also between 
Montreal and England. At Winnipeg I 
had the pleasure of a visit from tho Mayor 
of Hamilton and six members of Parliament. 
They expressed ihemsclvcs very favorably." 

Sir George, on being asked if he was en- 
tirely alone, said that he had Lord Viliera, 
son of the Earl of Jersey, Governor of Aus- 
tralia, with him. He was but 19, and tho 
Governor had asked him to keep a fatherly 
eye on him, and although he looked very in- 
nocent and youthful, he was (|uite capable 
of travelling without a chaperoue. The 
Premier for tho first time during the long 
interview roused himself to aoniething like 
enthusiasm. Whem asked hia impressions 
of Canada, he said: "You have a beautiful 
country, very rich in natural rcioincca, .sup- 
erbly picturesque scenery and an enL-rgetic, 
enterprising people. It is a great pity you 
are so seTorely handicapped by the hostile 
conduct of your neighbors across tho line, 
and England's colonial policy, particularly 
in her present political strait. The one 
thing that impresses me most is the abun- 
danoe of natural water courses. I come 
from an arid country ; that perhaps in a 
measure accounts for it. You have 
millions upon millions of water 
power going to waste all through- 
out the country, and millions ingeniously 
and admirably harnessed for use in manu- 
facturing. Your soil is rich, your people 
are happy, healthy and hopeful, well they 
may be. There is a bright future in store for 
Canada, and for Dritish Columbia. 

"I am somewhat of a globe trotter, but I 
have never in my life viewed such magnifi- 
cent scenery as is disclosed in tho great 
panorama before us. Dissolving views, 
lasting for a hundred hours, each picture 
seeming grander and larger than the pre- 
ceding one, until by comparison the spec- 
tator seems to grow smaller and more in- 
significant, until ho is lost entirely in 
wonder and admiration, at the engineering 
possibilities, and 1 was going to say 
impoasibilities which have been achieved 
by that determined body of Canadians 
and Englishmen who forced a pathway 
for their steel rails through those great 
masses of stone and earth, and are enabled 
to almost defy the laws of gravity, by 
steaming their heavy trains along the rag- 
ged edge of vast precipices, up the steepest 
mountains, by loops and curves around tho 
deep valleys, plunging into the very bowels 
of the earth itself. The train servico is ex- 
cellent, the offioals being very obliging, and 
accommodations commendable. I 
sure you, although my trip by way 
of Canada has delayed my arrival 
homo very materially, I do not begrudge 
the time. We, in Australia, do not know 
Canada aa we should, or the many alluring 
attractions of a trip across the continent 
from ocean to ocean, over a Canadian rail- 
road. May the day not be far distant when 
British subjeots on arriving at Montreal via 
steamer from England and then being trans- 
ferred by rail across 3,000 miles of Cana- 
dian territory, may ship at Victoria, B.C., 
on a trana-Pacifio steanier to Australia."

RAPID TRANSIT. 



Canadian Scheme to Moco tho Atlantic 
Passage to Three Days. 

Qi'KiiKO, Aug. I t.— The shortening of the 
transatlantic passage to a three days' voy- 
age is an inducement now held out to the 
anadian Government by the promoters of 
now Labrador railway scheme. Tho pro- 
posal involves the establishment of an 
ocean steamship port at Sort Manaham, 
which is' situated on Lewis Inlet, about 
sixty miles north of tho Straits of Belle 
Isle. It is claimed that the short 
crossing between Port Mauaham and Mil- 
ford Haven, in Wales, could bo eaaily 
made in 72 hours by the ureybounds now 
unning between New York and Liverpool. 
It ia claimed by the authors of tho scheme 
that during the season tho navigation of 
"most all mails between lOuropn and 
merica, as well as tho bulk of tho passen- 
ger trade would follow the shortest existing 
route. Publio interest in tho aehcnic haa 
en awakened in Canada by tlie publication 
tho report of a survey for a railway from 
uebec to Labrador. Tho weatward con- 
nections of tho projected line would bo 
more eaaily controlled by the Canadian 
Pacifio people than by anybody else.

L«NDOK, Aug. 16. — It IB learned this 
evening that Mr. Gladstone has chosen for 
himself the offices of the -first lord of the 
treasury and lord of the privy seal. 

In tho House of Lords to-day, Lord Salis- 
bury stated that tho cabinet had preaanted 
its resignation, which has been accepted by 
the Queen. His lordship then asked Lord 
Kimberly, as leader of the liberal peers, to 
explain to the House the foreign and domes- 
tic policy of the incoming Government. 
Lord Kimberly said be was not yet a mem- 
ber of tho cabinet, and could not therefore 
consider himself authorised to reply to the 
enquiry of the noble earl. Lords Conne- 
niara and Edinburgh took their seats after 
the usual oath and the House adjourned 
until Tuesday. 

Mr. Gladstone's trip to Osborne to lay be 
fore the Queen the names of those to com 
prise hia cabinet was like a triumphal pro 
grcss. The stations en route were crowded, 
and ovations were tendered tho Liberal 
leider everywhere. Among the crowds 
were hundreds of workmen, with their 
wives and children. Mr. Gladstone was 
greeted with cheers and shouts of congratu 
latiou — "good luck to you," "glad you look 
BO Well," aim other honicly grcetiDgs 
plentiful. At ,St. I'eier'a field there were 
dozens of children arrayed in white, who 
threw Uowers into Mr. Gladstone's saloon. 
At Portsmouth the Liberal club met their 
leader in a body, and hundreds of workmen 
at the Government docks left their 'tasl<s 
and joined the cheering throng. A similar 
scene was witnessed at Cowcs, where the 
royal carriage awaited Mr. Gladstone's ar 
rival, Mr. Gladstone sent telegrams to his 
wife from every station along the lino in 
forming her of his health and progress. 

After dining with tho Queen, Mr. Glad- 
stone slept at Osborne, as usual on such 
occasions. 

The Daily News, while acknowledging 
that no authentic news of the composition 
cf the new cabinet eau be abtained before 
Mr. Gladstone's return from Osborne House, 
gives tho following list, which it says is cor- 
rect probably in every particular ; I'remier 
and First Lord of the Treasury, W. K. 
Gladstone ; Lord Chancellor, Lord Hers- 
ohell; Chancellor of tho Exchequer, SiJ 
Wm. Harcourt; Foreign Office, Earl of 
Rosoberry; Home Office, U. II. Asijuith ; 
War Oilico, CanipWell Bannerman; Admir- 
alty, Earl Spencer; Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, John Alorloy; President of tho Board 
of Trade, A. ,J. Mundella; Local Govern- 
ment Board, Henry Fowler. 

Tho Sunday Sun denies the current 
rumors that there ia a difference of opinion 
between Mr, Gladstone and Lord Roaobery 
as to the foreign policy the new government 
should pursue, and that this ia the rcaaon 
Lord Bosobery will not take his old position 
aa foreign minister. The Sun doolares that 
Rosebery is in absolute aocord with Glad- 
stone. Tho real reason for bis probable 
omission from tho cabinet is that tie is in 
poor health, owing to bis taking so greatly 
to heart the death of his wife. He ia de- 
spondent, and suffers from insonmia, so 
that he ia in no condition to undertake the 
arduous duties and responsibilities of office. 

It is stated on good authority that there 
will be a meeting of the Irish sections on 
Tuesday, at which another effort will be 
made to compromise the differences between 
the rival parties. Mr. Blake, the Canadinu 
member of parliament for South Longford, 
has brought about the meeting, but it is not 
generally believed that an agreement will 
result. 

A Dublin despatch says that the evicted 
tenants society of Cork has adopted unnni- 
niDUiily lonulutiona dtinanding that a dhoit 
bill bo paaaed before tho adjournment ot 
the house enabling tho tenants to deal with 
landlords on fair terms of purchase, and 
protesting in tlio name of the Irish people 
at homo and abroad against an adjourn- 
ment until this is done. It was stated at 
the meeting that the ovioted tenants had 
kept quiet a year on the strength of the 



promises that Mr. Gladstone's first aot 
would be to reinstate them in their former 
holdings. 

OUT of"oefice. 

Lord Sttllsbury Surremlers tho Seals— TTnre- 
liable Knmors as to the 
New Cabinet. 

Nkw Youk, Aug. M.— Tho Tribune's 
special cablegram from London says: Salis- 
bury returned from Oaborno this morning, 
having handed the seals of office to his re- 
luctant sovereign. Gladstone will follow 
with one visit and probably two, a necessity 
thot fastens publio attention somowhat dis- 
contentedly on the situation. Beyond the 
facts that Lord Rosebery will be foreign 
secretary. Sir William Harcourt, cliancol- 
lor of the exchequer, and John Morley, Irish 
secretary, nothing ia settled with respect to 
the formation of the new ministry. liven 
those appointments do not, a.-j far as the 
outside public ia concerned, rest upon any- 
thing moro than conjecture. They are in- 
evitable, and the appointmonta to the 
foreign office and to the Irish office will 
meet with unqualified approval. 

Even Chamberkiu, in hia bitter speech 
on Thursday right, went out of his way to 
express his approval ot Rosebery us a prob- 
able appointee. Tho value of this personal 
compliment ia modified by tho explanation 
that it was satisfactory because, on tho 
(ptestion of Egypt, Rosebory'a views aro be- 
lieved to be radically opposed to those of 
Gladstone and Morley. One sufficient 
reason why the rumors of other appoint- 
ments boldly current are unreliable, is that 
up to yesterday Saliaburj waa Premier. Of 
course, (Jladstono may have hia list drawn 
up, but it is locked in tho innermost recess 
of his mind. Ho ia peculiarly and not un- 
justly accused of a prononess for a flow of 
language. His tendency to talk on certain 
occasions is, however, excelled by bis 
severe uncomrounicativeness on other sub- 
jects. 

There is the best reason for knowing that 
up to lost night none of hia ex-oolleagues had 
received any direct intimation of hia pur- 
pose in relation to tho now ministry. ISven 
when these are made known tho publie will 
have to wait and guess until the Queen's 
pleasure has been ascertained. Next to 
tho appointment of Rosebery, the ques- 
tion that excites a large measure of inter- 
est to public minda is whether Labouchere 
will receive anything, and if so, what. 
His name ia linked with that of Sir Wil- 
iam Harcourt in a story about an offence to 
Gladstone by backatair machinations. What 
is really true is that Gladstone waa pro- 
voked bj Labouchero'a persistent suggea- 
tion that home rule should bo displaced in 
favor of " registration reform," " one man, 
one vote," and other plans in tho radical 
programme. That is not an insuperable obj 
jootion, and Gladstone never nurtured any 
malice. It is pretty certain that Labouchere 
will have an office offered to him, even of a 
cabinet rank. Some gossips say what ia 
more uncertain is whether he will accept. -

Montreal, Aug. 14. — The Gazotte, the 
organ of the Dominion Government, in an 
officially inspired editorial, to-day, says ; 
" Tho Government has decided not to re- 
scind tho order-in council granting a rebate 
on grain passing through the St. Lawrence . 
canals this season. Next year, . how- 
ever, it is expected different arrange- 
ments will bo made. A statement to 
thii effect will be sent to thii 
Washington authorities, who will also be 
informed of the reasons for the Govern- 
ment's course. This is well understood. 
The rebate in tho firot instance waa granted 
for the seaaon, and, reckoning upon its con- 
tinuance, contracts have been made, in 
which residents of the United States, as 
well as Canadians, are interested. Very 
serious inconvenience and actual loss would 
follow a sudden withdrawal of tha rebate 
ut this period. The Government is anxious 
to Hvoid, wiiile at the same time it does 
not desiro lo give occasion for acts 
of reprisal, such as the recent legislation of 
congress provided for. The line of policy 
taken should satisfy all except, perhaps, the 
Ogdensburg elevator firms aud their asso- 
oiates, who, it is supposed, have been be- 
hind the Government in tho movement for 
retaliation. While it is not known what 
the U. S. Government will do, it ia reason- 
able to expect that the statements of 
this country's intention will be accepted 
as outlining a fair solution of the dispute, 
and this, the more so, because tboro are 
strong United States interests concerned in 
tho maintainanco of the St. Lawrence rente 
as an active competitor for the export grain 
trade. Tho Canadian Gorernoient will also 
propose that a conference be held between 
tho representatives of the two Goveraments ., 
at Washington during the coming winter 
to discuss the whole question of railway and 
inland navigation. 

In the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
when Rev. Arthur French, who was about 
to marry Charles Merin to a young woman, 
eamo lo the usual question whether anyone 
had any objecliou, a fashionably dreaaud 
lady roao in tho church, and created a sen- 
sation by declaring that Meriu had a wife 
living.

Mv I)1:au JuD(!K,~At the rcquoat of 
Caiitain •'Tanner, I beg leave to intonn you 
that the Albatross has beeo selected to tow 
the prize schooner Winifred, of Victoria, to 
Sitka. Our arrival in Port Townsend will 
be delayed somewhat. Wo will hardly 
turn up before tho lust of August. Ensign 
"Anderson [;oca in charge of tho Winifred 
with three S^;amen from the Albatross and 
ono deck hiind and the cook of tho original 
couiplomcnt of the prize. We leave to- 
morrow njomin^. All hands are well and 
look forward to our cominR stoppage at 
Port Townsend, whero the Albatross has so 
many friends, on the way home with much 
pleoaure.

The WTarspite will probubly not bo put in 
tho dry dock until August 22, that being 
tho date of the highest tide of the month. 

Tho Quiidra coniea out of tho dry dock 
this afternoon and some minor repairs will 
bo made tvhen she reaches the Customs 
House wharf. 

Tray & McDonald have prepared a model 
for a new scaling schooner, to be built for 
Walter Climie of thin city, which will bo 
ready about tho first of tho year. 

Tho steamship Devawongso of tho N.P.H. 
line arrived at 1 1 and sailed for the Orient 
at about 2:150 o'clock yesterday. She had a 
very light cargo, consisting about 800 tons 
of coal from Departure l!ay, 100 boxes of 
matches from this port and a few small 
packages from Tacomu. Four Chinese 
from Victoria were the only passengers she 
carried. 

The little steam launch recently built on 
Capt. Warren's wharf is alongside Spratt & 
Gray's machinery depot having her power 
put io. 

The steamer North Star, which sank in 
Pedar Bay some months ago, is at Spratt's 
wharf having repairs made to her machin- 
ery. 

A telegram from San Francisco yester- 
day says that the Merchants Exchange re- 
ceived a dispatch from London stating that 
the steamship Empress of Japan, from 
Hongkong put into Hakodadi, Japan, with 
her cargo on fire. The fire was extin- 
guished and part of the cargo was dis- 
charged, after wliiob the steamer resumed 
her voyage. 

Mr. J. Clark was yesterday at work pre- 
paring the ways in his old ship yard, to 
take on the telegraph barge for repairs. 

Steamer Maudo sails for Barclay Sound 
this evening. She would have left last 
evening had it not been for the large 
amount of freight which is to be shipped 
on her. 

Steamer Queen, which reached Nanaimo 
from Alaska, yesterday, will arrive at this 
port at 7 o'clock this morning, leaving at 10 
o'clock for the Sound. This will be the first 
of this lino of steamers to call here for over 
a month. 

The steamship Bushmills, which was 
chartered some months ago, by Robert 
Ward & Co., of this city, to bring out a 
general cargo of merchandise to liritish 
Columbia, dropped anchor off tho outer 
wharf, at 10:30 o'clock, Sunday night, and 
after taking on Pilot Kpbinson, proceeded 
to Vancouver. Owin^'to the Terminal 
City's freight all being on top of the other 
cargo, tho ship did not come to Victoria 
first. It is understood she has already 
been chartered by a San Francisco firm, and 
will be put into the coal trade. 

The little fishing schooner Caroline came 
over from Port Townsend on Sunday, and is 
offered for sale by her owner, P. F. Norby, 
who accompanies her. She is an almost 
new boat of 13 tons register, having been 
built about six months ago for a fishing 
boat, but as that trade is very dull on the 
other side this year, her owner has decided 
not to keep her. Her dimensions are : 
keel, 34 feet : beam, 12 ft. 6 in.; depth of 
hold, 6 teeii. 

Steamer Kilodonan arrived over from 
Burrard Inlet on Sunday with a scow load 
of shingle bolts. She will return probably 
to-day. 

Steamer City of Puebla arrived from San 
Francisco at about 5 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, with a full cargo, of which 140 tons 
for Victoria, also .57 tons for Vancouver 
were discharged at the outer wharf. The 
I'uebla carried a largo number of passengers. 

Steamer Vosemite was at the outer wharf 
yesterday afternoon, loading the Vancouver 
freight ex-steamship City of Puebla from 
San Francisco. 

Steamer Cariboo and Fly sailed for the 
Claxton cannery last evening, where she 
will load another cargo of salmon, returning 
then to Vancouver. 

It is expected that arrangements for 
the building of another new sealing schooner 
will be completed shortly.

BRITISH POLITICS. 

The UousB of Commons Will. Keet Aealn on 
Thursday -CablnetSlate. 

London, Aug. 13,— The recent de- 
feat of the British Cabinet is 
the great talk ot every one. The 
Houso of Commons will resume busi- 
ness on Thursday next, mainly to issue 
writs for tho re-election of ministers. Tho 
prorogation of parliament is expected to 
take place August 22. It is known in court 
circles that fears regarding tho personnel of 
Cladstone's mini'itty mninly induced the 
(|uccn to con.nu'it the Duke of Devonshire 
iluring lii3 vi.-it to Osboiiic house us to 
whftli'T it w,n poB-^il'ld lor liim to reunite 
with (JIuiiHtoiic and Rticngi hen tlio Liberal 
ministry by taking oflicu himself.

MODERA TE GRITTOISM. 

The coarse pursued by the Newa-Adver- 
iiaer ■^^-hile this city was suffering from a 
viiiibttion of the smallpox has becu in strik- 
i>g coDtrast to that of the other newspapers 
of Yancoaver. It has been neighborly reti- 
cent and reasonable. Its kindliness has been 
noticed &nd appreciated. It is, we arc 
pleiscd to ace, continuing in the samo sensi- 
ble courao. Its Svind^y'a issue coutiina Bome 
criticiama on the oourao pursued by tlio 
press of this city daring the outbreak. 
What it says about the impropriety of drug- 
ging politics into tlie discussion of health 
Matters is jadieious and timoly. It is, how- 
over, unjust in including the Colonist in 
its ceaaure. We have moro tlian ouce pro- 
tested agaLuat our Opposition contemporary 
attemptiog to niAaafuotare political capital 
out of the efforts that the Government were 
making to suppress the disease, but so far 
from deaiathig, it became more intensely 
political in its strictures. Cousequontly 
nothing remained for us to do but to point 
out the impropriety and the inconsistency of 
of the course it was paraning. 

Tho ITovrs-Advertlscr, though in polit- 
ical saitters opposed to tlie Government, 
does not find fa.ult with what it has done to 
prevent the spread of the disease. It, in 
fact, approves the measures which tho Times 
condemned aa autocratic. It says : 

^*We are aware thai both in Yancouror 
and Yictoria there has been considerable 
irritation r6 the ntiaDQer in which the Gov 
eminent has dealt with the matter. But 

ire have pet to observe thai either the Pre- 
mier, the Provincial Health Ojji-'cr or thou 
aeliny undtr them Itave ijone beyond the. 
powen con/erred by the Rerju'ations rej'erred 
III." 

This is fair and sensible. Tho Nowa- 
Advertiser sees th&t tho exigency was one 
in wliich the Governinent, in tho interests 
ot the people, were obligeil iu gu uut of ike 
QBual course, &nd it does not find fault witli 
them for applying a "desperato remedy" 
to a "dosperatodiaeaso." Every intelligent 
man knovs that extraordinary means must 
bo used on extraordinary occasions. 

Our contemporary is right when it aaya : 

*' Doubtless tho subject \?ill come up in 
one form or another in tho Ifouae in rela- 
tion to the manner in which the Govern- 
ment (vrhether rightly or wrongly must bo 
decided on a consideration of all the facta) 
considered it necetaary to assume extraor- 
dinary authority, and practically to abro- 
gate for a time the powers granted to cer- 
tain municipalities by their charters." 

The Gnvernment knew perfectly well, 
when they issued the Ordcr-in-Couucil, 
that they would have to lay tho whole 
matter before tho Legislature when it 
meets. This is what the law, which iiivcjta 
them with tho power to draw up regula- 
tions and to appoint a Health OlUeer, re- 
<I^airea. The 3rd section of the Health Act 
provides that : 

" * * every such order, rule, regulation, 
And by-law ho made sliall ho laid before tliu 
Legialitivc Assembly immediately, if it be 
in ae.'ision, or, if not, na eoon as poaaible 
after its next nieeting, together with an ao- 
count of all sums expended, and all sums 
required for tho due execution of thi.'i Act, 
in order to lio dealt with aa such Legialativo 
Aaseinbly may dcom expedient." 

Tho Premier knew well tliat ho would 
hayo to aastver to tho roprcsontntivea of tho 
people iti Farliamenb assembled, for every 
drder- in- Council issued, and for every dol- 
lar expended, before he took the first atop 
towards stamping out tho smallpox. Under 
these circumstances it is aheer folly and 
ignorance to speak of " C/.arism " in conncc- 
tioD with tho steps he took to drive tho 
smallpox oub of the city. 

When the matter does come beforo the 
Legislatnre we are confidont that the Gov- 
ernment will nob only be justified for the 
Gourso Ihcy have taken, hut that thoy will 
recoivo higli conuiietidutiou and hearty 
thmka for mooting u serious emergency ao 
courageously, so promptly with ao muojl 
ability and with such suocesB. ' 

As to what took place before the]OororD- 
raenb found it necesBary to interpose, those 
are matters rather for tho' cUizons of Yic- 



toria and tho Parliament at Ottawa te con- 
sider, and decide upon than for the Lesis- 
latire' Aiaembly of this FroTinoe. 

TSE EXHIBI TlOy. 

We learn that tho Victoria Exhibition 
this year is to be held during the last four 
days of September and the first day of Oc- 
tober. This will be a very good time for ii 
provincial exhibition. Tho farm work will 
bo pretty well o\-er, tho fruit will be ripe, 
and the manufuoturors will have had plenty 
of time in which to prepare their exhibits. 

We expect the exhibition to be an excel- 
lent one, and much superior to that ot last 
year. Tho exhibition of 1891 may be said 
to haro been almost an o.\porimetit, It was 
the lirst held iu Victoria on anything like a 
large scale. Its success, in the face of many 
difliculties and discouragements, surpassed 
expectation. But good as last year's ex- 
hibition was, there is nothing to hinder this 
year's being iu every respect a much better 
ono. All that is required is for the pro- 
ducers heartily to co-oporate with tho Com- 
mitteo of tho Association. There should bo 
no holding back by any class of producers or 
individualproducer.Thenechanio, or farmer, 
or fisherman, or miner or manufaoturor, who 
takes a prido in hii'work and wants to seo 
tho industries of tho provinoo prosper, 
should make a point of having some of the 
products of his industry at tho exhibition. 

Tho province could not possibly have a 
better advertisement than a well arranged 
display which will contain apooimena of 
ei-erything produced on the Island, either 
by nature or art. The written or printed 
letter, let it ho ever so conspicuous or at- 
tractive, docs not ini])rcs3 tho mind like an 
oxaminabion-, of tho articles thcmsclvea. 
What writer, for instance, can give the 
reader so vivid an idea of the size, color, 
flavor and variety of the fruib produced in 
British Columbia as the visitor to tho 
exhibition must receive in a single stroll 
through the department of an exhibition 
in which its fruit-growing capabilities are 
stall adequately represented! The same 
maybe said of the products of our farms, 
factories, workshops, and fiaheries. A proper 
representation of them will bo a revelation to 
people who believe that iiritiah Colunihia 
is a young and out-of-tlio-way province, 
whoso industries are foiV and in a rough and 
immature condition. . A good exhibition 
a-ill open their eyea and show them how 
t;rcatly they Tcre mistaken. 

It is diflicult to estimate how much good 
last year's exliibitiou did tlio province, iu 
this way. It not only impressed strangers, 
but it surprised and encouraged Iiritiah Col- 
umbians tbemaelves. They had a glimpse 
of how far they had advanced in tho march 
ol progress, and werestimuliited to proceed 
farther and more rapidly. This year'a ex- 
hibition, if a general interest is taken in it, 
will hive similar elfects, iu even a greater 
degree. The opportunity of showing wh.at 
oar province is, and what its inhabitants 
oiu. do, is an excellent one, and we believe 
that it will be embraced by a larger propor- 
tion of the population than over. 

It will not be hard to make this year's 
exhibition, in Victoria, tho beat by many 
degrees evor held in British Columbia, 
Hoarty and united effort can make it such, 
and we are quite certain that it will, 

com EST ED CITIES. 

A singular atato of things exists in Vic- 
toria, Australia, juat now. Although thero 
is plenty of good land in tho colony and 
although tho climate is delightful, the 
people crowd into tho towns and are con- 
sequently unable t) find employment. It is 
said that in Melbourne the unemployed aro 
" as painful a factor in tho social situation 
as thoy are in the Ea.st-end of London." 
This ia an extraordinary thing to eay of a 
now country where there ia plenty of elbow 
ro jin. ' ' Liirge snmbsrs of persons " it was 
said a few Weeks ago, " are supported by 
contributions from the publio funds and by 
private charity. As many as 6,300 unem- 
ployed persons have been registered on the 
books of the labor bureau." 

When, however, tho proportion which the 
people who try to live in tho cities, bear to 
the whole population of the colony, is con- 
sidered, it will not appear wonderful that 
all the residents of the cities cannot find 
work. The population of Victoria ia 
1,MO,000, tlic population of Melbou'-no aud 
its suburbs alone, not taking into couaiiler- 
ation tlio inhabitants of the smaller towns, 
ia -U) 1,000 or over two-fifths of the Whole. 
It seems simply iinpos'sible that so small 
a population could support so big a 
city. The other colonies of Austra- 
lia are in pretty much the samo 
condition. The population of Now South 
Wales is l,i:i4,0U(J, that of Sidney,, its capi- 
tal, is 386,000. South Australia has .T15,- 
000 iuhabitants, and the population of Ade- 
laide, its capital, is 133,000. Queensland is 
in a somewhat better position. Its popula- 
tion ia ,'5D.'{,000, and Rrishane, its chief town, 
has i),1,000 iulinbitanta. It is calculated 
that if the population of, Loudon were as 
grout in proportion to tho number 
of the inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom aa is that of Melbourne, when 
compared with the population of Victoria,, 
it would contain between twelve and fifteen 
Diillions of people. Yet the population of 



London, considering the size of the Island 
of Great liiitain, and the number of its in- 
habitants, is one of -the wonders of the 
world. 

That tHere are hard times in j&ustralia is 
not a matter of surprise, and no one will 

wonder when ho hours that the Government 
of Victoria ia trying to discover a remedy 
for the extraordinary way in which the i^io- 
pulation of the colony ia distributed. Tho 
Government h,\s devised a meusuro for tho 
creatiouofvillageaottlements which thoy hopo 
will ho a remedy for the evil. In tho villages 
which they propose to establish thero will 
not, it is hoped, ho the loneliness and want 
of excitement which many immigrants find 
to bo so hard to bear when they settle in 
the wilderness. It ia to bo feared that there 
will be ono condition of life in the villages 
which tho city loafer or "larrikin," as he is 
called in Australia, will Dnd aa hard to con- 
form to as tho loneliness and tho sameness 
of country life. This condition ia work, 
steady, contiuuoua work. Tlio inhabitouta 
of the village communities will have to work 
and work hard for years, in order to pro- 
duce enough from the soil to sustain life. 
There will ho no ono there to sponge upon 
or to beg from, and unless thty work they 
mast starve. This obligation to labor will 
bo most distasteful to many who crowd into 
tho cities with tho hopo of getting a "soft 
snap," and it will, it is to bo feared, make 
the village settlement scheme of the Yic- 
toria Otrernmcnt in very many instances u 
failure.

Sir Matthew B. Eepbie, CI., Sustains 
the Hanicipal Ketail License 
By-Law. 



I'uU Text of tiic .Jmlffiueiit llcudercd 
by His Lordsliip in tlie 
Supreme Court. 



"Poole vs. the Corporation of Victoria 

In this caee the appellant, Poole, hoa beon 
convicted and sentenced to $50 flno, in ad- 
dition to §50 for a license, under the follow- 
ing circumstances : 

Tlie Municipal Act, 1891, aeo. 9G, sub-aec. 
73, gives tlie Corporation power to make by- 
laws OS to shop and trade licenses. By sec 
16G, sub-sec. 12, " Every person who either 
OS principal or agent solicits or takes orders 
for tho sale by retail of goods, wares or n!-:."- 
chandiso to bo supplied or furnished by auy 
person or firm doing business outside of tho 
Province, and not liaviQK a ponnanent and 
licensed place of business within tho Pro- 
vince,'' may bo charged with a lioenao fee 
not excecdiuf! 1*50 for six months. IL is ad 
mittcd that I'oolo is a person coming within 
this description. By sec. lOS, " livery per 
son using or following within the .Munici 
pality any of the triulea, oooupaliona or pro 
feasions enumerated in aeo. l(iG or tho auh 
sectiona thereof, shall lake out a periodiual 
license therefor for auch period as in tlicaaid 
section set out, paying for such licenso such 
periodiciil sum us is there specified," pay 
able to tho collector in advance. 

It is observable that in sec. IGG, sub sec. 
12, and, indeed, in all the sub sections, no 
precise license fee is specified at all. 13y 
sec. 170 " no person shall use, practice, 
carry on or exercise in tho municipality 
any trade, occupation, profession or buai 
nes8 descritnid or named in sec. IGG and tho 
sub-seotions tliereof without liaving taken 
oat and liad cranted to him a licenso in 
tliat beiialf " under a penalty not exceeding 
§250. 

By a by law 2!)th July, 1891, tlie amount 
of license fee chargeable to a person solicit- 
ing orders, etc., is fixed at tho full amount 
indicated in the atatute,vi/. §50. Theby-law 
follows the exact words of seo 166, snS-sec. 
12, above sot out, except that the statutory 
phraso "and not having a permanent ami 
licensed place of business in the province is 
in tho by-law changed into "and not liaving 
a permanent «)■ liceuaed pliico of business." 
lu IS'J'J another municipalities act was 
passed which repealed tliat of 1801, but, by 
sec. 8, every by-law of IS!) I wua kept in 
full force. This statute of 1892 again modi- 
fies the section empowering or imposing 
taxation on these commercial travellers. 
Tho new sub-section taxes all such ageuts 
whose principals are doing busiueas oiitaide 
the municipality, instead of outside the 
Province. It was argued that although 
sec. 8, of 1892, professes to keep in force 
by-laws passed under the Act of 1891, yet 
that such by-laws must be oonformable with 
tho latter act. 

I am not impressed with this argument. 
Sec. 8, at all events, seems very clear, as tho 
by-laws of 1891 are to continue to be regu- 
lated' liy'the Act of 1891, until changed or 
repealed by some proceedings under tho 
Act of 1892.' Nor do I think that there is 
sadh i» want of conformity between the new 
section , and the old by-law aa to be fatal to 
the latter. Every municipality must bo at 
least within the Province, so that any taxee 
answering the description in tho by-law 
would a fortiori onawer the description of 
the taiee in the new act. Then it was said 
that the by-law was invalid for not follow- 
ing the very words of the Statute of 1891, 
inasmuch aa tlio taxeo would escape tho 
tax if he had a poriiianont " or " lliensetl 
place of bha'heas heire, wlier^as the statute 
imposed a tax unless tho agent in question 
bad a permanent and licensed place of busi- 
-■lteBB.~J?9^ tWs is clearly a case where "and" 
inthSBtatuteistobeeonBtrueil "or.'' Imust 
'COntesa Fdo not understand tho object of 
mentioning a "UcenBed plapo bl business" in 
thia connection at all. -So far as I can learn, 
there is only one occupation which requires 
a license for its place of business, viz.: the 
aalo of alcoholic liquors by retail. There is 
no provision that 1 know for licensing any 
other description of business. And thia is 
preciaely tlie one occupation wliich it aeems 
■nhyaically impossible for any firm outside of 
the Province to carry on iiy lueana ui nii 
agent travelling about within it. Tlie "li- 
censed place of buaineaa" seems to me an 
impossible condition, and it ia niucli more 
proper to treat it aa annexed merely by a 
disjunctive to the possiljle condition, viz.; 
the occupation of a periiianent ollice. It 
was then argued that the statute itself was 
void and unconstitutional for trenching 
on trade and commerce, which by sec- 
tion 91 of the British North America Act 
are reserved to tho Dominion ; and iSavern'a 
case was referred to. 

But the whole question of the force of 
this reservation in sec. 92, and also tho 
views expressed in Severn's case, have been 
discuBsed in Parson's case, (8 app. r apea, ) 
Mercer's case, (10 app. cases,) Hodge's case, 
and Lamb's case (in 12 app, cases.) In all 
these'the power of the Provincial Legisla- 
ture to authorize munioipalities to levy 
taxes on diflfcrent trades and occupations 
carried on within their boundaries is upheld 
as undoubted ; and the objection would go 
far beyond this one case, it would go to all 
these licenses. Kvery tax on a tradesman, 
pro tanto, touches " trade and commerce." 

But, then, it was said that the taxation 
authorized by those cases was a purely in- 
ternal trade, and that this is purely an ex- 
ternal " trade," therefore within the true 
and higher meaning of s. 01, and not of 
a merely " local nature " within sec. 
92, Bub-sec. 4(!. Moreover, tliat 
this by-law tux discriminates be- 
tween differeut claasea of tradcamcn and 
is therefore unjust, inequitable and void. 
But when it is laid down as a rulo that all 
taxation must bo equal; that moans equal 
on all who fall within tho same category. 
All wholesale trades must pay alike ; all 
retailers alike, all Bankers alike, but there 
may be and is very great inequality of tax- 
ation between a wholesale merchant and a 
petty trader, between a Banker and an auc- 
tioneer. Even between persons following 
the same occupation eg.- retailers -of alco- 
holic liquors, there is a difiference between 
town and country licenses. 

Nor has such 'discrimination ever been 
here held unjust merely for its inequality, 
although in one case, ro Mee Wah, I held 
that an enormous tax laid on Chinese wash- 
houses was void, not for its inequality mere- 
ly, but becauso it seemed clearly to have 
been imposed not for tho purpose of raising 
a revenue, but in order to extinguish a trade. 
Mor^nvor. this is to be considered. This 
power of taxation, exists eomewliero 
cither in tho Dominion or in tho Provincial 
Lcgiplaturc. It ia pointed out in Lamb's 
case that tho IS, N. Act places every possi- 
ble topic of legislation in the (lifferent Leg- 
islatures, so that in one or tlio other this 
power of taxation reaidea. Tho appellant 
assorts that it falls to tho aliaro of tho Do- 
minion as an interference with trade and 
commerce. The respondent points out that 



"shop, t-4vem and other licenses," "civil 
rights," and "matters of a local nature," are 
hand.'jd over to the provincial authorities. 

Now, it docs Dot a'icm at all probable that 
the statesmen who contrived this ingenious- 
ly balanced syatem, would hand over to tho 
soTCral provinces tho taxation of all their 
occupations, but would reserve tho right of 
taxing bagitien to tho Dominion Legislature 
tlono, and though, of course, the (jueslion ia 
not what they intended, but only what ia 
tho meaning of tho wortla they havo used, 
yet, wlnin wo find ambiguous expressions, 
which might stretch so aa to include these 
agents witliin either section, it. is only be- 
coming to attribute a reaaonablo intention 
to tho framers of the Act. 

Tho only difliculty I perceive in the way 
of this conviction or of any conviction under 
thia section is what I hinted at in my open- 
ing remarks. The oflonco ia created by tho 
statute; section 170, saya that nobody shall 
carry on or practice, etc., any of the tradoa, 
occupations, etc. , mentioned in auy of tho 
twenty-six aeclions of section IGli witliout 
having taken out a license in that behalf 
under a penalty of not moro than $2')0. 
The appellant has solicited, aa described in 
aub-section 12, and ho has taken out no 
license. And the only dilhculty ia, could 
he havo taken out a license '.' For if not, 
the proaecutioii would fail; injiw teiulitr ud 
imposnibilt. Tho Act which makes it an 
oU'ence to trade without a license should in- 
dicate or refer to a Bu6SoientIy clear means 
of obtaining it. Now, section 166 says that 
tho corporation may grant licenses for tho 
various occupations there enumerated. 
Section 100 gives the form of the lioenao. 
Form C. in the Schedule. Tho by-law 
fixes the amount, and the only in- 
congruity ia in section ICS, which 
saya that everybody should pay 
for hia licence the amount specified not in 
the by-law but in tho city itself where no 
definite amount ia in fact specified, but only 
a limit which the by-law ia not to exceed, 
and which, in fact, it does not exceed. Sec. 
IGS, however, ia not in the least referred to in 
nee. 170, which oruatts the oir'iice. No man 
is t'l trade uiilrss he lirst obtain ami pay for 
a licens'.', and 1 do not think that eitlier tho 
slip, if it bo a slip, in sc.;. lliS, (jr the other 
slip (if it be a slip) in ihe by-law which I 
have iilrcacly dealt with, can have eiii- 
l)ariaancd the appellant, or in fact, leave 
any obscurity aa to hia duty to take out and 
pay for u licenso. The appeal therefore 
fails. 



THE SMALLPOX QUESTION- 

To THE Editor, — The discuasion lately 
opened in your columns by Dr. t>proiile 
will effect a valuable purpose if it does 
nothing more than establish that the late 
epidemic of smallpox either would not have 
obtained a foot-hoid at uU, or, having been 
introduced, would not havo reached auch 
proportions as it did, unless very favorable 
conditions had existed here for the reception 
and spread of tho disease. 

Dr. Sproule certainly has reason and 
probability on hia aide, and hia arguments 
are by no meana disposed of by Mr. 
Mitchell, whose statements, 1 feel sure, can 
ho auccossfully traversed. That "smallpox 
attacks the clean man as quickly and as 
freely as the dirty man, and carries on its 
ravages aa freely in tho clean house aa in 
the dirty house," is opposed to all ex- 
perience, and it will bo interesting to learn 
the authority, if any there be, for that 
Htatemcnt. So far from that being tho case 
smallpox " has been peculiarly a disease 
of the moat crowded parts of cities. 
It has had victiina among the upper 
classes, but its hahilat ia amoni; tho 
crowded poor, and it would havo touched 
tho wcil-to-do classea leas, in former times, 
if jtihere had always been spacious west-end 
qoarters in Cities, or the modem passion for 
clean linen, jMrfiOnal ablutions and fresh 
air. Tenement' bOu'.ses and ill-ventilated 
courts or alleys have bk'i^n the natural har- 
borage of smallpox." 

The writer of the abova lipes is Dr. 
CroJghtoo, a very high authority, whoso 
testimony ia amply aupported by other 
specialiata. Apart from those, however, it 
ia familiar to all that a amallnox epidemic 
touches very lightly the ndddlo and upplir 
classes, whose general conditions of living, 
whoso sanitation and cleanliness capecially, 
are naturally aa unfavorable, as tho neglect 
or absence of these amongst the lower classes 
are favorable to its reception and propaga- 
tion. 

^Yhen Mr. Mitchell saya that tho preval- 
ence of cases near Pandora avenue and 
Johnson street may be due to men from 
foreign parts congre;;ating there, he shows 
that he has not Studied tbe late epidemic at 
any rate, for such is not the case, and in 
addition it may be noted as one of its moat 
curious features that Chinatown, where 
apparently a fruitfid field lay open to tho 
disease, escaped, unless reports are at fault, 
witliout a single case. 

Dr. Sproule, as I understand him, did not 
assert that smallpox was generated in dirt 
or miasma ; he said that the rapid spread of 
the epidemic was traceable to imperfect 
drainage, and so far nothing hag been ad- 
vanced to dislodge him from that position. 
Given the germ, it can only flourish in con- 
genial soil and aurroundings, pre-;isely aa in 
tho case of tbe plants in our gardens, and 
the worthy doctor has shown that auch fav- 
orable conditions CAist more particularly in 
tho districts be mentioned. 

Mr. Mitchell, like most upholders of a 
theory, ia quick to obaervo the real or aup- 
posed moto in his opponent's eye, but not 
the beam in his own. He has justly pointed 
out tlic futility of looking for a white swan 
from a turkey's egg. Pursuing tho same line 
of reasoning, how can he look for immunity 
from smallpox being secured by a moro or 
loss perfect attack of cowpox 1 Is it not 
tho very essence of Pasteur's theory that a 
grave disease may be averted by the intro- 
duction into the system of a benign form of 
tlic xame. di-nam, and, if the theory he 
sound, is it not an unanswerable argument 
for inoculation, not vaccination?

MUTIERINGS AT MEilPmS. 

Threats to Tar and Feather a Governor for 
L'oininulln!; a Life Sentence. 

MK.MriiiB, Tenn., Aug. 11. — Public indie- 
nation ia still strong against Governor Buch- 
anan for his action In commutinc; the death 
sentence of Henry Clay King, tho murderer 
of David H. Poston, to life imprisonment 
in tho penitentiary. If anything, tho 
feeling was intensified when the Gov- 
ernor's reasons for the commutation 
wore published yesterday. That he 
should give as hia reason the very points tho 
courts liad passed on ia characterized as 
tho grossest presumption. Law abiding 
citizens who have often expressed them- 
selves aa opposed to lynchings, said that 
they would cheerfully join a mob to bring 
(iovernor Buchanan to Memphis, and tar 
and feather him on the spot where King 
murdered Poaton. Staid business men, and 
even deacons in shurohes, stopped on tho 
atreets to heap curses upon the head of 
Tenneaaeo'a chief executive. 

Tho intensity of tbe feeling can boat bo 
judged from the fact that business waa al 
most suspended at the cotton exchange and 
the board of trade, to-day. The brokers 
gathered in little knots and denounced 
Governor Buchanan as a criminal worse than 
Henry Clay King, and talked of wreaking 
vengeance on the governor, if he could bo 
reached by a mob. A groat many people 
are anxious to have an indignation meeting 
hold in Court Square to adopt resolutions 
notifying Governor Buchanan that if h 
should ever visit Memphis again ho would 
do so at hia peril, but audi a atop will Imrd- 
ly be taken, aa calmer counsels will prevail.

I One «f the most benntiful bomcs in 
Wiislihij;tou is that of Mrs. Hearst, of 
Califoi-iiia. It stands on ii point formed 
by the iTi(«rsoction of Twoutioth and O 
fitreote and Now Hainpsluro avenue, and 
was a plain, square house wlien Senator

and Mrs. Hearst bought it, nlxint three 
years ago, to make over, It vraa the 
boaiQ of Secretary and Mrs. Charles S. 
Fairchild during the Cleveland admiuis- 
tr.'ition, a7id tho scene of much pleasant 
hospibilifcy. Tlio walls -wi'vo goort luid 
tho rooiii.s of fair size, and there was 
•soino vacant ground, so that a house of 
about thirty rooms — none of tbein very 
small and several of thio proportions — 
was constnietod. 

'■ No more chariuiu;^ hostess than !Mts. 
Hearst hM ever heeu in Washington, 
and society looked forward to tlio coin- 
plotion of tho house, which she planned 
and pereoDally snporintended much of 
tho time. It was a year before the honso 
■was finished. Enough was in order, 
however, for Mrs. Hearst to give beforo 
the close of the season two or three mu- 
sicoles and a small but beautiful ball 
for young people. 

Evorythinjj was in jierfoct crdor at 
last, just in tinio to make as pleasant 
and oomfortablo as possible tho long 
months of Senator Hearst's last illness. 
Since his de.ith Mrs. Hearst has been 
here very little, as business matters 
have fcept lior in California. Her friends 
ho]H!, thongli, that as time passes she 
will at least spend her winters in this 
lovelj' homo which she planned with 
Bucb raro taste. 

We will go, in fancy, if you please, 
and look at it as it appeared when she 
was hero for a short slay jircvions to 
going abroad to.si)ond thcsnnmier. llor 
only son, Sir, William Hearst, the clever 
young proprietor of the San Francisco 
Exiuniner, preceded her, and together 
yiey will visit riuiot and restful spots 
on tho Continent. Now the walls iuid 
furniture aro covered with white linen 
and the valuable bits, usually scattered 
about, put safely away, but Mrs. Hearst 
has on excellent housekeeper and tlio 
house never looks shut up and deserted, 
hut is ready at short notice for tho com- 
ing of its inistrcs.'^. 

The entrance on New Hainxishiro ave- 
nue is beneath a handsomo brownistono 
portico. From a square reception ball 
on the right, finished in oak, stairways 
ascend to tlio iii3per rooms and descend 
to tho lower ones, Thoro aro some 
quaint old lirearins and Ibio bronzes on 
the mantel above tho fireplace and sev- 




Flora stands in a recess. Eo.<;6 do Bnrri 
is the color of the damask on tho walls 
of the back drawing room, and no pic- 
tures are hnug upon it. Instead are ar- 
ranged in groups against, a plain back- 
ground some rare mlniatmes on ivory 
and several exquisite fans which aro 200 
or 300 years old. 

The woodwork in tliis room is linished 
in ivory and gold, and tho furuituro cov- 
erings and portieres are of heavy ivory 
satin, embroidered by hand in beautiful 
designs and dainty colors. Tho mantels 
and hearths in thfso ruuius aro of Mex- 
ican onyx. On thu mantels and in two 
pretty cabinets are raro vases and other 
interesting bits. Both rooms open into 
tho library, which is in the tower at the 
end. This tower may be called tho 
library, lor every room, to the very top, 
is devoted to hooks, of which Mrs. He.arst 
has a lino collection, embracing some 
raro old vohinies. 

Tho wood used in the room wo seo is 
white mahogany, Tho ceiling is beau- 
tifully decorateil in light and dark blue, 
witli lines of dull gold, and tho walls 
above tho low bookcases aro hung with 
dark bhio plush, an cliectivo back- 
ground for a few duo jiietures, raro 
vases and busts, The curtains and fur- 
niture coverings am of hhio brocade on 
an ivory ground. A liormtifnllj' carved 
writing talile with nuiny conveniout 
drawer.-; oceupies tho center of thu room, 
which is a.s cheerful as it is beautiful, 
with its three windows looking out upon 
three streets. 

All the woodwork in tho dining room 
is of very dark oal;. Tlio ceiling, with 
heavy rafters sot in siiuares, is particu- 
larly handsomo. The furniture is cov. 
ered and tho walls hung with stamped 
leather. A deep fireplace, with high 
mantel, is linished with iingla/.ed tiles, 
and coxy cushioned seats aro on either 
side. Across one end of the room is a 
cabinet tilled with raro china, gl.oss and 
silver. Thedooraof the upper part are of 
glass set in metal rings. Hanging cabi- 
nets on either side and tho inside blinds 
of tlio windows are similarly tuiisluHl. 
TIio chandelier is .snspenih'd by four 
silver chains, and is nniqno and hand- 
somo. Many of tho things are old, os-

oral old paintings on the walls. Ono of 
Charles I, by Van Dyek, hangs over a 
linely carved Venetian chest, A largo 
and excellent portrait of tho late master 
of the house, by Miss Georgine Camp- 
hell, looks down from tho first landing 
of the htair\v;iy. 

Tho douru'ays are wide', and this iloor 
is practically ono immense nioni, ad- 
mirablj' arrajiged for entertaining. Bet- 
ter still, it is homelik('. Tlie wholo 
house is used. Koue of it is slmt u)) for 
statu occasions. Llooilly sums were uu- 
doubteilly spiait upon tho furnishings, 
hut raro tasto guided the expenditures, 
Mrs. Hearst had a iiuo colk.'ctioii of 
pictures, tapestries, pieces of furuituro 
and other works of art, but everything 
now that was bought for this house was 
inaduin this country, miu-hof itin Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. Tho carved and 
inlaid furniture and tho embroidery on 
coverings and hangings are as beautiful 
as anything brought from the Old World, 
and probably cost more, Someone sng- 
gestcd this to a\[rs. Hearst. "No doubt," 
she answereil; "but think of llio men 
and woiiKiu right liero wlio wero given 
employment." 

This is only ono of !Mrs. Hearst's ways 
of doing good; this helping people to 
help themselves, which is, I think, tho 
truest charity. She has long supported 
a school in Han Francisco and gives lib- 
erally to Other educational institutions, 
i\ni has (as I learned accidentally, for 
sho does not talk about her benefac- 
lion.s) for many years set .'isiik! .a hand- 
somo sum witli wliich to r(hicat(> young 
men and women in thoso branches of 
art which will best fit them for earning 
their living. 

We will resume our look- atlhn bousn 
by entering the front drawing room, at 
the left of the entrance. Tho danuisl: 
on tho walls, the curtains and carpet ;iro 
palo blues and grays, and there is a faint 
touch of gold here and there. Tho fur- 
niture is covered witli satin hrocaded 
in pretty colors. A few dainty pictures 
are on the walls and a lovely marble

pecially a finely carved Dutch cabinet 
and a tall screen covered witli Spanisli 
leather, but new and old aro in perfect 
harmony. There aro two or three old 
Dutch pictures, notably a Wonverman, 
and hero and there on tho walls sonio 
lovely old blue plates and jugs which 
aro calculated to nial<o tho average 
woman covet her iiei,ghl)or's goods. 

Tho music room beyond is a superb 
apartment, with veryliigh, raftered ceil- 
ing, the woodwork finished in olive with 
faint lines of gold. Beneath a balcony, 
across tho upper end of flio room, is a 
lireplaco with handsomo mantel and 
chimnoyseata. Tho walls are hung 
Avith terra cotta plush, and the sofas, 
chairs, divans and many cushions cov- 
ered with thick brocadi', very dark terra 
cotta on light. Tlio windiaw liangings 
and ])ortieres are of plush of tho darkest 
shade. There aro a number of fine paint- 
ings; tho largest, "Tho Coast of Italy 
Below Leghorn," is by Schouleber. Of 
sevor.'il valuable tapestrie'S, tho largest 
is a battle piece, ver^' old, but finely 
preserved. 

Pretty odds and ends are seen through 
tho wavy, imperfect glass doors of a 
sedan ciiair, which, judging from the 
rich though faded lining, tho beauti- 
fully ])ainted scenes on sides ;ind back 
and tho dim coat of arms, was tho proi> 
erty of some highborn Freucb damo 
some three centuries ago. An ancient, 
brass ornamented Moorish desk and ex- 
quisitely carved Icakwooel cabinet koc]) 
the chair conqjany, and look elown no 
doubt with tho arrognnco of ago upon 
some handsome modern taljles, ono of 
them a very line example of inlaid work. 

Beneath tho music room is tho supper 
room, where lUO persons may bo com- 
fortably seated at a number of round 
tables, which when not in use are 
turned np and set aside. Tiio room is 
finished in Califoniia redwoods, and has 
hanging cabinets for china like those in 
tho dining room. The fumihiro is of 
mahogany, some of it very old and val- 
uabler 

Tho kitchen is a large, clean, cool 
room, with white tiles on the walls and 
yellow ones on the floor, and has every 
ciilinary convenience imaginable.

Nelson was 
brought up in the county. Conimiosioncr 
Egbert set their trial for tho 17th inst, 
and they gave bail in tho aum of $500 each.

Fall Text of the Privy Council's De- 
cision in the School Question 
Fubiisiied.

TonoNTo, Aug. 15. — Jas. IJeatty, a hotel- 
keeper at Lambtou ; John Downs, farmer, 
and Geo. Dow, butcher, of Lambton, alleged 
ring-leaderi in tho gang of counterfeiters, 
who, for the past six months have been 
operating along the St. Clair frontier, and 
adjacent territory, have been arrested and 
committed for trial. Molds, ladles, and 
other paraphernalia used iu making bogus 
ooin, togethet 'with a lari^e number of 
coins blurred, were fonnd on Dow's prem- 
ises. 

Tke Mail Montreal correspondent says he 
is informed that at a cabinet meeting, held 
there on Saturday, the quarantine question 
was discussed, and it was decided to take 
steps immediately to place the quarantine 
stations of Grosae Isle and Victoria, B. C, 
in tho most ofiTective condition.

Butl8:ct of Gossip and News from the 
Ureat Wiialiiiff and Seal- 
iug Groiiiids. 

After one of the most thoroughly enjoy- 
able trips of the season, tho over popular 
Islander returned, last evening, from Al- 
aska, with a large and well-pleased party of 
tourists who have seen what one and all 
describe as the grandest of the grand sights 
of that great Northern land, whereof so 
little is known, and where nature has been 
most munificent in her gifts. 

On the return trip, Capt. -John Irving, 
who was in command during tho voyage, 
was presented by the passengers with an 
address, in which they expressed their 
thanks for tlie exeeedingly cuurtcoua treat- 
ment accorded on the trip, and their appre- 
ciation of tho efforts that had been made to 
assist thciii in enjoying the outing in every 
way possible. 

When the Islander was in Sitka harbor, 
the Coquitlain was the only other ISiitiah 
sliip there. Tho bonds not having arrived, 
there was nothing done up to date in the 
direction of having her released, but the 
Captain was expecting the necessary papers 
at an early date. 

The only event that caused any excite- 
ment in tho Northern Capital recently, was 
the arrest of Joseph Gregory, representing 
Tatum, Bowen & Co., of Portland, dealers 
in machinery, for passing counterfeit mono/. 
He was released on SfiOO bonds. Ho then 
started a bawdy house, and was locked up 
again, when his bondsmen withdrew. The 
bogus money is counterfeit United States 
Treasury notes, and is of $5 denomination, 
series of 1880, signed by J. N. Houston, 
and is well executed. 

Tho Western steamer Elsie arrived at 
Sitka, July 27, from along the coast of Al- 
aska as far north as Unalaska. Tho follow- 
ing vessels were in port at tho latter place 
when she sailed : York town, Ranger, Al- 
batross, Adams, Corwin and Mohican; the 
British cruisers Melpomene and Daphne, 
and the Victoria tender Danuljo. 

The whaling bark Bounding Billow has 
taken seven whales, tho largest catch of the 
season. The steamer Bolvidere has four 
whales and lias sailed for tlie Arctic. Tlio 
bark Northern Light and .schooner Bonanza 
have one whale each. 'J'he latter vessel was 
badly atove in by icuborgs, and is on the 
beach repairing tho damage. The schooner 
Undaunted was to have sailed from Kodiak 
about August 1, loaded with salmon for San 
Francisco. 

Reports from the Vukon river mines are 
very favorable. Tho steamer ,St. Paul, 
which arrived in San Francisco a few days 
ago fron Unalaska, took down §00,000 in 
gold dust, which was to buy provisions and 
stores for the miners. Some very rich pla- 
cer bars have been struck and a large quan- 
tity of gold taken out. Some very good 
finds have been reported at the Fish River 
mines, Golovina buy. 

News was brought down on the Klsie 
confirming the report of the rescue of 
Peter Viano and the drowning of his two 
companions, .John Pulsford nnd Fred 
Burns, at fSt. Michael's island. The schooner 
Mattie Dyer left the three men on the island 
last year to hunt polar bear and white 
foxes.

(lliireiiee, and th(,'re he secured passage to 
OunalaHku on the .St. Paul. 

The l':iMie sailed from .Sitka for the west- 
ward, August 4, with Captain A. H. 
Dougall, special agent of the department of 
justice. It is generally surmised from ap- 
parently reliable rumors that he has some 
important business in tho west. Lieutenant 
Kltlridgo and four soamen, of the Mohican, 
who brouLrht. the whaling schooner June 
Grey to Sitka, have returned to Ounaluska. 

Moulilcm' Strike Euilcil. 

KiNcsTo.v, Aug. 1"). — The moulders' strike 
is Hearing an end. The Cliown &, Cunning- 
ham Foundry Company havo couaonted to 
take back five strikers without conditions. 
The strike has lasted two months. 



NEWS FJROM OUNALASKA. 



The Polar Bear Fired Upon by a 
Boat's Crew of U. S. S. 
Yorktown. 



AUegad Tiolations of the Uevenue 
Laws, and Seizures— Indiscrim- 
inate Siangrhter of Seals. 



(Special to tho Colonist). 

NiNiiMO, Aug. 15. — (Special.) — Ss. Ber- 
tha, Captain AndcraoQ, arrived at Ihia port 
from Ounalaska thia afternoon, brings tho 
following news : 

Tho Bark Gen. Fairchild sailed from 
Ounalaska, July 25, for Nanaimo ; tho Glory 
of tho Seas also sailed on tho 12th for 
Nanaimo. 

H.M.S. Daphne is in port. Tho Mel- 
pomene is out cruising. The United States 
88. Yorktown, Mohican and revenue cutter 
Corwin aro also out. The United States 
88. Ranger and Aduma are in port. 

British bark Winnifred has been seized 
for a violation of the revenue laws, yho 
was one of tho vessels which was discharg- 
ing skins into tho Coquitlam when that 
vessel was seized but she was not interfered 
with at that time. Later on tho United 
States Bs. Rush seized her. When tho 
Winnifred has been dealt with by the 
American authorities, alio will be handed 
over to the British authorities for a violation 
of tho moilin nn luU. 

The liritish vessel Mountain Chief was 
aeized by tlie U. S. S. Adams for viclatuig 
the moduli rin ndi, and luiiided over to the 
Daphne. 

The whaling bark Lydia was also seized 
for violating the revenue laws, and sent to 
Sitka with a prize crew. 

The Jane Gray is another seizure. She is 
in trouble over a breach of the sealing or* 
dinance. 

The British schooner Thistle is reported 
to be on the Japan coast. 

Tho Polar Bear fishing steamer was fired 
upon, on August 1, by a boat's crow belong- 
ing to tho U.S.S. Yorktown. In steaming 
through an unknown pass she ran aground, 
and before she could got olF she waa tired 
upon from shore. No ono on board the 
Polar Bear knows why or where from tho 
fuailado came, nnd supposed it came from 
Indiana. Tho Polar Bear managed to get 
oil' the rock and, without delaying, 
made inquiries as to who tired 
the shots. She hastened back to 
Ounalaska, but not before her chief engineer 
had been shot through the arm. The pilot 
house was riddled with bullets. On her 
arrival at Ouualuaka the captain reported 
the afTair. It was since learned that tho 
shots were fired by men on tho Y'orktown, 
who supposeil the Polar i^ear waa a aealer. 
No signal v/as given to stop, or any aigii 
made by the tiring party that they belonged 
to the Yorktown, or tho Polar Bear would 
have stopped. The chief engineer was 
taken aboard the Adams, where ho was 
attended by the ship's surgeon. Legal pro- 
ceedings will be taken against' the York- 
town. He olaims damages. 

Tho sohooner Helen, had her rndder torn 
off in a storm, and waa picked up in a help- 
less condition by the U. S. 8. Albatross, 
and towed to Ounalaakn. 

Captain Anderson aaya the nativea claim 
that .seals are scarcer tbia year than they 
hare been for years. They attribute this to 
iudibcriudnato slaughter by white men, 
especially of tho females. 



CABLE NEWS. 

Dtploniatic neslKnatlon Wanted. 

Berlin, Aug. 14 — Frosh approaches aro 
being made to Count Von Rantsau, Gor- 
man ambassador to Holland, to induce him 
to resign, owing to his afEIiationa with Bis- 
marck. Tho count is a very inflaential per- 
sonage, and tho Emperor's desire to get rid 
of him has not yet reached the point where 
it is likely to lead to his actual dismissal. 

MonnmenI to Uoethe and Bebiller. 

Bkrli.v, Aug. 14. — The Goethe society of 
Weimar has issued an uppeal to admirers of 
Goethe and Schiller urging cc/ntributions for 
a joint monument and library in Weimar in 
honor of tho two great poet friends, and to 
commemorate tho golden wedding of the 
Duke of Saxe-Weimar. 

Xxarxtstj Askefi For. 
DirouN, Aug. 14. — A niomder amnesty 
meeting was held at Phccnix Park to-day. 

Pierce Maloney, Paruellite, who presided, 
in a speech demanded the release of all 
political prisoners, even supposing them 
guilty. Redmond and others who addreascd 
the meeting declared that Gladstone's reply 
ti the (luestion on tho subject was unsatis- 
factory, and reminded his hearers of Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt's opposition to 
amnesty. 

Sir t'Imrleit Tiippcr. 
London, Aug. 15 — Sir Charles Tupper 
has started for St. Petersburg, as Canadian 
delegate to the International railway con- 
fab which opens next week. 

An Aliortlve Dynamite Scheme, 

P.VKis, .Aug. 14. — A box filled with gun- 
cotton, placed in tho centre of a mas.s of 
petroleum with a burning fuse att;i.chod, 
was to-day found in a basement of tho law- 
courts in Grenoble. Tho di.'icoTery was 
made juat iu time to prevent an explosion. 

A Holy War In Africa. 

Biu.'ssi'.i.s, Aug. 14.— La Patrioto pub- 
lishes a letter from the Lake Tanganskika 
country, the writer of which declares that 
the Arab uprising in tho Kongo states is in 
obcdienco to the proclamation of a " holy 
war " from Mecca. 

Kaal Inilla ICiialnoss ItciircNsctl. 

LoNDO.v, Aug. 14. — A dispatch to tho 
Times from Calcutta says: Afghan news, 
combined with tho ailvor depression, has 
caused a steady decline in Government se- 
curities. It is rumored that the Ameer is 
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negotiating with tho rebels and will settle 
with them on any terms. A largo and in- 
fluential meeting waa held in Bombay, on 
Wednesday, to consider the question of - in- 
augurating relief measures for the silver de- 
pression, 

French Democrats and CalliollcUm. 
RotiE, Aug. 14. — At a meeting of the del- 
egates of the demooratip.aasoeiationa to-day 
reaoltttiona were paaaed demanding the abo? 
lition of , CathoUolam aa the: religion of the 
atata and the reaoinding of the law of papa 
guaronteea. 

Attempt to Murder. 

Lo!5DON, Aug. 15. — Lenoard Manklow 
was arraigned at the Bromley Police Court 
to-day on the charge of attempting to mur- 
der Miaa Hilda Wood, sixteen years of age, 
and Miss Pillbrick, aged 14. A crowd of 
people assembled and threats to lynch the 
prisoner were frequently heard, Manklow 
wept and looked terribly frighitened. The 
prisoner waa remanded for further examin- 
ation.

— Gaudaur had a 
walkover in his race to-day, with Stephon-

l.OUO people witnessed theevent. The betting 
waa even. Stephenson dipped his oars firat, nnd 
gained half a length in tho tirst 500 yards, 
but tho men were even at the milo. after 
which Uaudaur took the lead, and held it 
throughout the race. At the turn, 
which was made in 9:40, Gaudaur 
waa four lengths ahead, an advantage 
which he increased on tho home atreteb, 
winning by 20 lengths in 20 min. 3 aec.
